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tragedy  other  tlun  inf  oration  Liven  by  a  Japunese  officer  wno visited 
tho  hospital  on  Monday,  February  l6th.  He  was  a  Lieutenant.  He  saia 
was  the  imperial  Guards  who  eutored  tho  Hospital  first.  He  spoke  ®ry 
rood  syiglish.  These  troops  were  dressed  in  tropical  &reen  uniforms,  s 
holiiots  und  usual  military  equlprxnt.  Their  uniforus  wore  camouflaged 
with  branches  of  trees  and  twigs.  ifcny  of  then  were  like  walking  shrubs. 
Thoso  men  wore  all  about  6  feet  tall.  Most  of  tho  juponoso  seen  later 
wore  short  in  stature,  ubout  tho  5  foot  mark.  The  couaondix^  Officer  of 
the  hospital,  8  other  officers  and  myself  esouped  dooth  and  injury.  The 
C.O.  Colonel  j.<:.  Craven,  contacted  the  onorjy  after  tho  raid  but  could  not 
tot  any  satisfaction  fron  them.  He  pointed  to  the  Red  Cross  brassaras  and 
markings  but  he  was  brushed  at/ay  and  no  notico  takon  of  hie.  There  did

evidently  bayonetted  on  Sunday,  February  35th.  One  Japanese  was  seen 
wiping  the  blood  off  his  bayonet,  iptor  on,  enquiries  were  none  as  to 
tho  welfare  of  the  lien,  but  tho  japaneso  replied  that  they  aid  not  have 
any  prisoners  of  war.  leu  days  luter  a.  jepmeae  officor  toJd  the  C.O.

I/*tc  on  Sunday,  February  15th,  and  on  Monday,  February  l6th, 
a  different  typo  of  Japanese  entered  the  hoepit  1,  This  crowd  forcibly 
looted  everybody  of  anything  of  value,  sue!’  as  watches,  fountain  pens, 
rings,  cigarette  cases,  trinkets,  ixney,  etc.  These  articles  were  never 
returned.  The  store  room  were  xrreckcd  und  food  carried  off  by  the  case. 
The  pack  store  where  patients'  personal  belongs  aro  stored  was  entered  - 
clothing,  footwear ,  etc.  was  carried  off.  tf.ey  even  used  this  store, 

in  the  centre  of  the  hospital,  as  a  latrine,  completely  fouling 
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.application  was  nade  repeatedly  for  aca.o  consideration  to  Red  Cross 
personnel,  but  this  rue  refused  on  euch  occasion/]
